Report  of  commodore  Sir  Sidney  Smith  to 
the  Ottoman  Porte,  respecting  the  siege 
of  the  town  of  Acre,  by  tlte  army  of 
Buonaparte. 

Constantinople,  May  23. 
"  Buonaparte,  after  quitting  Salahie, 
employed  eight  days  in  crolJing  the  defart. 
In  this  march  he  loft  a  great  many  men 
and  horfes  by  bad  proviftons  and  want  of 
water,  as  well  as  by  the  i'word  of  the  A- 
rabs  who  never  ceafed  to  harafs  him.  On 
leaving  the  defart  he  took  pofieiT.on  of  La- 
rilTa,  and  afterwards  of  Gafa  Lidd:\  ..  it! 
Ramie,  which  were  very  ill  defended  by 
the  troops  of  Ghezzar  Pacha.  On  the  3d 
of  March  he  was  clofe  to  JaiTa,  which  he 
took  by  aflault  on  the  7  th,  after  having  bat- 
tered  in  breach.  Tire  Turks  made  a  vi- 
gorous reliftance,  and  the  French  were  in 
'  a  manner  obliged  to  lay  fiege  to  c-.  cry 
houfe.  The  whole  garriibn  were  put  to 
the  ['word;  but  this  aflault  coft  Buonaparte 
alnu.ft  1200  men.  On  the  17th  of  March 
the  gen.  entered  Cai.'Tc,  and  on  the  18th 
he  inverted  St.  John  or  Acre.  Commodore 
Sir  Sidney  Smith,  left  C.mitantinople  the 
19th  of  February,  arrived  at  A!tV:i.;dria 
on  the  3d  of  March,  after  ltoi'Ving  l'ome 
davs  at  Rhodfs,  and  taking  <  n  the  pai- 

fnge  a  French  gun  boat  la  Msrriana  On 

tii»  3d  commodore  Trov/b-idge  i ailed  for- 
Sicily,  and  Sir  Sidney  S:n:th  took  upon 
him  the  chief  commando!"  the  naval  forces. 
Or  the  61.ii,  lir  Sidney  proceeded  towardf 


the  coaft  of  S)'ria,  and  on  the  1  ith  arrive<'. 
before  Cajffe  ,  on  the  1 5th  he  fleered  for 
St.  John  of  Acre,  to  concert  with  Ghezzai 
Pflcha,  having  got  the  ftai  tof  the  1  ''rent: I. 
by  two  days,  v.  hit  h  lit  employed  in  roak- 
ii  p  preparations  for  the  defence  of  thai 
place.  On  the  1 6th  about  eight  in  the  c- 
venning,  after  a  chace  of  three  hours  the 
commodore  (iff  Cape  Cafihel,  took  th.c 
whole  Fitiench  flotilla,  under  the  command 
of  Eydbnn,  chief  de  diviiion,  laden  with 
heavy  cannon,  ammunition,  plat-form 8, 
and  other  articles  hecefltrly  fof  Buona- 
parte's army  to  undertake  the  liege.  Tliis 
artillery  confifling  of  44  pieces,  was  im- 
mediately mounted  cn  the  ramparts  of  A- 
cre,  againft  the  lines  and  batteries  of  the 
enemy,  as  well  as  on  gun  veffels.  The 
latter  were  employed  .vith  the  hr.ppitrll 
fuccefs  .againft  the  enemy's  flank,  and 
forced  them  to  flaken  their  fire.  The  na- 
ture of  the  ground,  hojjp  or,  permitted 
the  French  to  carry  their  trenches  with- 
in half  a  mulkct  fliot  of  the  ditch  of  the 
place. 

u  On  the  24th  of  April,  commodore 
Smith  took  a  zebeckfrom  llamictta,  laden 
villi  rice,  flour,  and  bifcuit,  for  Buona- 
parte. 

"On  the  30th  March,  the  French  hav- 
ing formed  a  broach  on  the  N.  E.  part  of 
the  town,  endeavored  to  take  it  by  affault, 
but  were  vigoreafly  repulfed  by  the  gar- 
rifon  with  considerable  lois.  The  ditch 
was  filled  with  dead  bodies.  The  troops 
of  Ghezzar  Pacha  afterwards  made  3  fuc- 
cefsful  forties  :  the  object  of  the  lalt  was 
to  deftroy  a  mine,  which  the  enemy  had 
conftructcd  under  the  covered  way  to  the 
N.  E.  in  order  to  fift  tr})  the  ditch  near  the 
old  breach..  The  Engiifli  took  charge  of 
this  enterprise,  and  while  2000  Turks  ef- 
fetled  the  fortie,  they  jumped  into  the 
mine  and Rndiqgthat the  works  were  not 
tpiite  finifked,  tore  down  the  fuppcrts,  and 
deftroyed  the  conllruelion.  The  i  jl  th 
in  this  hold  attempt  loft  only  maj.  Oldfiekt, 
of  the  marines,  and  one  private  :  lieuts. 
VVTight  and  Jauverin,  of  the  navy,  Mr. 
Beatty,  an  of&cer  of  the  marines,  and  21 
foldiers  were  wounded.  After  that  an  un- 
interrupted lire  was  kept  up  from  that  place 
the  artillery  being  fervcci  hy  the  Engiifli 
and  Turkilh  artiilery-men,  who  had  fet 
out  from  Conftaatinople  on  the  5th  af 
March.  The  enemy's  fire  then  ceafed  en- 
tirely, as  Buonaparte  wifned  to  ret'erve  his 
ammunition  for  a  lalt  effort,  whit  h  gave 
no  uneafineis  to  col.  Phillipeaux,  the  chief 
engineer  in  the  plate." 

The  following  Is  a  copy  of  a  letter  writ- 
ten by  Buonaparte  to  (.cczzar  Pacha, 
dated  March  9,  as  circulated  here  l 
"  Since  my  arrival  in  Egypt,  I  .fcveral 
times  informed  you  that  I  Had  no-defigfi  to 
make  war  againft  \  01:,  and  that  my  only 
objetl  was  to  e.tpel  the  Mamelukes.  You 
returned  noanl'vverto  the  ovcrtu.  .  ..':  h 
I  made  you.  I  announced  that  I  deiired 
you  would  driVe  Ibrahim  Bey  from  the 
frontiers  cf  Kgypt,  but  infte^d  of  .that  you 
fent  troops  to  Gaza.  You  formed  there 
large  magazines,  and  gave  out  that  you 
intended  to  march  againft  Fgypt.  You 
indeed  began  to  put  this  plan  in  executi- 
on, and  you  threw  two  thoufand  of  yottr 
troops  into  the  fortrefs  of  Arifen,  which 
is  only  fix  miles  from  the  frontiers  of  E- 
gypt.  I  was  obliged  then  to  depart  from 
Cairo,  to  direct  in  pci  fon  the  war  which 
you  fcemed  to  invite.  The  diitricla  of 
Gaza,  Ramie,  and  Jaffa,  sre  already  in  my 
power.  I  have  treated  with  generality 
fuchof  your  troops  as  furrendered  at  dis- 
cretion ;  but  I  have  been  fevere.towards 
thoi'e  who  violated  the  rights  of  war.  In 
a  few  days  I  fliall  march  againft  Acre  ;  but 
why  fhouid  I  go  to  deprive  an  old  man, 
with  whom  I  am  not  acquainted,  of  the 
few  remaining  years  of"  his  life  ?  What 
are  a  few  miles  more  of  territory  in  cotn- 
parifon  of  thofe  which  I  have  already 
conqugred  ?  And  Cod  grants  me  \ic- 
tory,  I  will,  like  him,  be  clement '  and 
merciful,  not  only  towards  the  people, 
but  towards  the  great. 

You  have  no  folid  reafon  for  being  my 
enemy, fince  you  were  that  of  the  Mame- 
lukes. Your  government  is  feparatf d 
from  that  of  Egypt,  by  the  diftriQs  of 
Gaza,  Ramie,  and  impaflible  marchesi 
Become  luy  friend,  be  the  enemy  of  the 
Mamelukes  and  the  Enfflifh,  and  I'v.-ill'do 
you  as  much  good  as  I  have  already  done 
you  hurt,  and  I  can  ftill  do  you  inoie,.fcntl 
me  a  fhort  anfwer  by  1'ome  perfdn  iovef. 
led  with  full  power,  that  I  may  know 
your  views.  He.  nesds  otuy  prel'-nt  hiin- 
feli  to  my  adv^ncud  ^auid  with  4  white 


flag,  and  I  have"  given  orders  to  my  ftaff 
to  fend  you  a  pais  of  fafctv,  which  you 
will  find  hereanhexed.  On  March  Mil, 
1  fliall  march  againft  Acre.  I  muft  there- 
fore have  an  ani'wer  before  that  day. 

"Buonaparte:" 

Verbal  answer  of  Glezzar  PJckai 
"  i  lia\  e  not  written  to  you,  becawre  I 
am  refolved  to  hold  no  cdmmunica^'ioTi 
with  fou.  You  may  march  againft  Acfe 
when  you  pleai'e.  1  fliall  be  prepared  for 
you, and  will  bury  myfelf  under  the  fiMfis 
of  the  place,  rather  than  let  it  foil  into 
your  hands."

"  This  morning  a  courier  from  F.  M. 
Suwarrcw  arrived  at  the  Head  '  iiarteiii 
of  the  Archduke  Clharlts,  with  the  offici- 
al account   of  the  important  vi&oflei* 
which  th^  Atlftrio-RujSian  troops  in  Iiaiy 
j  have  gained  over  gen.  Match  nab:. 

This  report  contains  the  following  ad- 
ditional particulars  : 

"  Gen  Macdonald  v/as  advancing  froni 
the  Roman  and  Tufcan  territory,  thro  . 
Bologna  and  Parma. — Confidera1  Ic  rein- 
forcements had  joined  l;im,  Which  Were 
fent  by  gen.  Morcau,  and  confifted  of  the 
diviiion  of  gen.  Victor,  and  the  legi  '  l£ 
Dombrowfki.  Four  thoufand  men  more 
under  gen.  Papp,  had  alfo  joined  Matdd- 
nald.  (Here  follow  the  accounts  cf  the 
battle  on  the  17th,  which  is  the  fume  as 
in  the  Vienna  Con  ft  Gazette.) 

"On  the  iSth  of  June,  (continues  the 
Bulletin)  the  allied  army  advanced  in  four 
columns.  The  French  were  driven  w£th 
confiderable  lofs  over  trie  Trebia,  and 
1200  pi ifoticrs,  and  two  pieces  of  can- 
non taken. 

"On  the  19  th  of  June,  a  very  decifive 
battle  was  fe-jght.  The  enemy  were  re- 
pulfed from  ail  fides  with  great  lefs.  The; 
Auflrian  ca\ airy  cut  its  way  into  tne 
ranks  and  deftroyed  -  great  part  of  the 
French  infantry. 

"  Tbe  20th  June  was  deHgncd  for  3. 
frefii  attack;  but  the  enemy  rttreatedto 
the  mountain?. 

"The  enemy's  lofs  in  the' battle  of  the 
i  19th  conftfts  of  3000  men  killed,  and 
8000  prifoners  :  a  confidcrable  hfimpet1 
of  cannon  and  ftandards  were  alfo  taken.
